On Sunday, the Washington 
County Genealogical Society 
(WCGS) presented maps, books 
and microfilm to the library. The 
large purchase was possible with 
grant monies received recently. 

WCGS had already purchased 
and presented a state-of-the-art 
microfilm reader/printer to the li- 
brary, which will make using the 
microfilm much easier. 

Ed Norman, president of 
WCGS, presided. Virginia Haire, 
corresponding secretary and pro- 
gram chairman, described the new 
collection forthose attending. The 
program had been planned so 
members and visitors could 
browse through the materials dur- 
ing the meeting. 

Gail Spiewak accepted the pre- 
sentation on behalf of the library 
and said on Monday it would take 
about two months to have the col- 
lection processed and available to 
the public. Because of recent au- 
tomation, Mrs. Spiewak said, it 
would take longer than usual to 
get the materials into the library. 

Loretta Phelps said there was 
"an air of excitement" when mem- 
bers began looking at the books, 
maps and microfilm.
